BOGOTA, April 12 (AP)—The 
Government radio announced to- 
day Colombia has broken diplo- 
matic relations with Russia.

rested in connection with Friday’s 
revolution. 

The Government radio said to- 
Gay 15 foreign agents, including 
two Russians, have been caught 
“in the act” and some were taken 
alive. It said three foreign agents 
were taken while trying to start 
trouble. 

In calling home their diplomatic 
representatives to Russia, Colom- 
bia took the same action that had 
been ordered last October by Bra- 
zil and Chile.

Allied Intelligence Officials Link Move to 
Tightened Border Controls—New 
Pressure by Russians.

. BERLIN, April 12 (AP)—Allied 
intelligence reports said today the 
Russians have been increasing 
their strength in Germany, mostly 
with secret police units. 


An informed United States 
source said these increases had 
been “by no means en masse but 
they have been noticeable.” 
| It was believed the police (MVD) 
increases were in connection with 
Russian tightening of their occu- 
pation zone’s borders with the 
western zones, 

The control measures also have 
‘been linked with new travel and 
i freight restrictions imposed by the 
|Russians on the Western Allies 
in Berlin. 

American sources would venture 
no estimate of Soviet strength in 
Germany. They said, however, 
there had been increases recently 
in Russian civilian personnel here. 

Germrn reports have claimed 


appeared in the Soviet zone. The 
Socialist press said considerable 
numbers of Mongolian troops had 
been brought into Leipzig. 

A Russian-controlled newspaper 
in Berlin recently confirmed . re- 
ports that the Russians were tak- 
ing back to the U.S.S.R, many of 
the women and children of fami- 
lies who have been living in Ger- 
many. This repatriation was at- 
tributed to economy reasons, 

Russian authorities requested 
yesterday that the British and 
Americans close their automobile 
aid stations on the Berlin-Helm- 
stadt highway. American officials 
said their station would be closed 
in two weeks. The British said 
they would close their station for 
the summer but reserved the right 
to open it next. winter. 

Both aid stations are on the 125- 
mile stretch of roadway between 
Berlin and Helmstadt in the Brit-

Some delegates suggested ad- 
journing the conference to Havana 
or Panama City because of the 
serious food crisis in Bogota and 
the continuance of sniper gunfire. 
Other circumstances were that the 
conference hall was wrecked and 
the records of the sessions were 
torn, burned or scattered in the 
uprising. 

New Shooting in Bogota. 

All of Colombia was under mar- 
tial law and a state of seige. The 
new coalition government declared 
the revolutionary effort was ended 
and that it controlled the situation 
after violence which devastated 
downtown Bogota and killed more 
than 300 Colombians. 

However, widespread shooting 
resumed today. Troops answered 
the fire of a hundred or more 
snipers. The shooting appeared 
to increase in intensity as resi- 
dents began moving out of their 
homes, leading some observers to 
believe there was an organized 
plan to maintain chaos in the city. 

The state of siege was declared 
yesterday by the new Conserva- 
tive-Liberal cabinet, headed by 
Liberal Dario Echandia as Min- 
ister of Government, immediately

Beebe told reporters he had giv- 
en English, a power in East Side

Beebe 
quoted Bishop as saying, “I'll do 
anything you ask, if you sign a 
complaint.” 

English, who is im charge of 
both the police and fire depart- 
ments, was quoted by Beebe to 
the effect that “the police are out 
of hand.” Beebe said English told 
him, “Bishop says there is no 
gambling in East St. Louis.” 

Demand on Eve of Primary. 

Beebe’s demand that English 
and Bishop take action against 
gambling came on the eve of 
tomorrow's primary elections, in 
which the St. Clair county politi- 
cal machine headed by Republi- 
can Boss Dan McGlynn is facing a 
tugh battle from independent can- 
didates supported by an aroused 
citizenry. Gambling, which was 
largely halted by a grand jury 
investigation, was not an issue in 
this campaign, although there 
still are “sneak” handbooks and 
punchboards in East St. Louis. A 
record 40,000 vote is expected in 
the primaries. 

In the East St. Louis School 
District election last Saturday a 
slate of independents, led by Miss 
Bernice R. Goedde, defeated five 
candidates of the city hall ma- 
chine for places on the Board of 
Education. A proposed municipal 
sales tax of one-half of one per 
cent, backed by the machine, was 
overwhelmingly defeated, 19,771 to 
5834. The sales tax, ostensibly to 
obtain funds so 330 city employes 
could get salary increases, was

ers. The vote Saturday, 28,672, 
was the highest total in any East 


St. Louis school board election 
and double the usual number of 
ballots in these elections. 

The determination of the recent- 
ly aroused independents is illus- 
trated by the unusual number of 
opponents of machine candidates, 
who in the past have gone into 
the primaries virtually unopposed. 
Strong independent organizations 
are supporting anti-machine can- 
didates in both the Democratic 
and Republican primaries.

By JOSEPH DRISCOLL 
ational Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
LINCOLN, Nebr., April 12—Cit- 
izens of Nebraska will have an 


opportunity tomorrow ito vote 
their preferences for eight of the 


leading presidential possibilities, 
in a state-wide popularity contest 
the like of which is not to be 
had in the rest of the 48 states. 

Naming of such a large field of 
White House hopes for tomor- 
row’s preferential primary is the 
result of the efforts of a biparti- 
san committee of citizens who re- 
solved to make the primary sys- 
tem work in Nebraska as a means 
of testing public sentiment and 
letting the people be the real 
judges of the fitness of candi- 
dates for public office, The bipar- 
tisan committee was determined 
that the election primary in Ne- 
braska should not be allowed to 
degenerate into a favorite son 
farce, as it has in so many states, 
thereby enabling the political 
bosses to put over a candidate by 
trading state delegations at the 
national conventions. 


Some Unwilling. 


Not all of the eight presiden- 
tial possibilities to be voted on to- 
morrow consented to having their 
names on the ballot. Half of 
them would have preferred not 
to run the risk of being snubbed 
by the voters. But, under the Ne- 
braska law, there appeared to be 
nothing they could do to get their 
names removed from the ballot, 
and none was willing to test the 
law in court and incur adverse 
publicity. 

Harold E. Stassen, former Gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, who is ex- 
pected to make a good showing 
tomorrow, was enthusiastic about 
the Nebraska experiment. and 
proved most co-operative. He 
a four stumping tours of the 
state. 


Thomas E. Dewey, Governor 
of New York, nonchalantly fell 
in with the idea.

The Zoo's male giraffe, Bully, 
collapsed and died, apparently of 
a heart attack, yesterday morning

Bully had been one of the chief 
attractions to visitors for years. 
He and the Zoo’s female giraffe, 
Ida, arrived here in July 1935 
when Bully was about three years 
old and stood 11% feet high. 
When measured yesterday, Bully 
was slightly over 17 feet. 

During the 13 years they lived 
ere together, Ida bore four baby

more than a few weeks, however.

activity during the'war and known 
to most G.Ls as the “Eisenhower- 
platz.” Several thousand persons 
filled the square in bright spring 
sunshine. 

The statue stands within the 
turfed oval of the square which 
during the war was a greasy 
American military car-park. It 
faces toward No. 20, which was 
headquarters of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and the United States 
Army. 

It is flanked by two lily pools, 
27 by 15 feet, with central foun- 
tains. On the walls of the pools 
are carved the “Four Freedoms” 
Roosevelt and Winston Churchill, 
Britain’s wartime Premier, stated 
in the Atlantic Charter—freedom 
of speech, freedom of worship, 
freedom from want, freedom from 
fear. 

Roosevelt is depicted standing, 
leaning on a stick. An Inverness 
cape is thrown about his shoul- 
ders, and his left hand grips the 
lapel. The five and one-half ton 
plinth on which the statue stands 
is of the same glistening Port- 
land stone which makes the low 
coping around the parked oval of 
the square. 

King George VI led his 
in the tribute. The royal family 
was with him. Churchill was 
there, and present leaders of the 
British Government. United 
States Ambassador Lewis W. 
Douglas replied to the King’s 
brief speech. 

“He was one of the outstand- 
ing men of our time,” the King 
said in his deep, halting voice. 

The statue, King George said, 
will be forever “a reminder of our 
comradeship with the American 
people.in the dark days of war.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Attlee and Churchill spoke to- 
night at a dinner of the Pilgrim’s 
Society, which led in raising 
funds for the statue, (Churchill 
text on Page 1B.)

Veteran Develops Remote Control 
System of Wholesale Baby-Sitting 


SHANKS VILLAGE, N. ¥Y., 
April 12 (AP)—Baby sitting by 
remote control is a definite asset 
to the social life of parents among 
student veterans living in this 
converted Army camp. 

A system of watching babies by 
radio has been fitted up and put 
into operation by Maj. J. L. Wood 
of Seattle, Wash., who is living 
here with his wife and two chil- 
dren while studying at Columbia 
| University. 
| His procedure, he explained to- 
day, is to place a powerful micro- 
phone near the crib of each child. 
Each microphone is connected 
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with an amplifier in the major’s 
home and is labeled with the 
name of the baby being watched. 

In each client’s home an alarm 
clock is placed near the child. If 
the clock’s ticking is not heard 
the listener knows the microphone 
is not working. 

If the child whimpers the sitter 
hastens to the spot and provides 
the necessary change of garments, 
drink of water or whatever else 
may be required to soothe him.

WORLD GOVERNMENT OR WAR 


Board Statement Implies Imminent Crisis 
May Require Secret Talks of Stalin 
and Truman 


PRINCETON, N.J., April 12 
(UP)—The Emergency Committee 
of Atomic Scientists, headed by 
Dr. Albert Einstein, has called 
for world government as the only 
alternative to “total collapse of 
our traditional civilization.” 

The _ scientists,, warning that 
“today two hostile worlds are in 
full contest,” said in a statement 
issued yesterday that there were 
three courses the world could take 
at this crossroad in history: 

1, A preventive war which 
“calls for an attack upon the 
potential enemy at a time and 
place of our own cnoosing while 
the United States retains the 
monopoly of the atomic bomb.” 

2. Maintenance of an armed 
peace in a two-bloc world, “which, 
historically hag always led to 
war.” 

3. World government. 

The first two policies “lead in- 
evitably to a war which would 
end with the total collapse of 
our traditional civilization,” the 
scientists said.... ‘We have, then, 
the choice of acceptance, in the 
first two cases, of the inevitabil- 
ity of war, or in the latter case, 
of the possibility of peace.” 
Stalin-Truman Talk Suggested. 
The committee, warning that 
something drastic must be done 
at once because a crisis is immi- 
nent, urged by implication a meet- 
ing between President Truman 
and Marshal Stalin—secret meet- 
ings if necessary. 


“We hope for discussion and 
negotiation at the highest govern- 
mental level—if need be, in se- 
crecy in the initial stages—keep- 
ing in mind at all times the ulti- 
mate goal of peace through world 
government,” the committee said, 
“We understand and share the 
distaste among democratic people 
for secret negotiations. But we 
see no hope under present condi- 
tions for any settlement to come 
out of public negotiations in which 
each statesman is the prisoner of 
his national prestige.” 


The committee said with the 
“collapse of the U.N, Atomic En- 
ergy Commission discussions on 
international control, one of the 
most fateful events in history has 
passed almost unnoticed.” 
Einstein on U. 8. and Bomb. 
Dr. Einstein told reporters after 
the statement was issued that it 
was not necessary for this coun- 
try to give up its monopoly on 
knowledge of atomic energy and | 
the atomic bomb. 

Dr. Harold C, Urey, of the Uni- 


and spokesman for the commit- 
tee, added that “the Russians 
would not believe it if we told 
them we had destroyed all bombs 
and factories.” 

The committee said that a drive 
for world government “may bring 
about the acceptance by the Soviet 
bloc of the offer of federation. If 
they will not accept federation, 
we lose nothing not already lost. 
If, as seems probable, the world 
has a period of armed peace, time 
and events may bring about a 
change in their policy.” 

No Overnight Task. 

The scientists warned that a 
world government “cannot be 
achieved overnight” and urged 
that in the meantime “statesmen 
must confront today’s problems 
and attempt to solve them, lest 
there be no civilized world left to 
govern.” 

“The course of events has indi- 
cated a growing dependence on 
armaments, at a time when arma- 
ments cannot be adequate for pur- 
poses of national defense and a

The committee pointed out that 
there are no serious negotiations 
going forward anywhere in the 
world between the United States 
and Russia and urged that nego- 
tiations between them begin at 
once. 


Roper Poll Favors U.S. of West- 
ern Europe. 

NEW YORK, April 12 (UP) — 
Elmo Roper, public opinion ana- 
lyst, reported yesterday that resi- 
dents of western European na- 
tions favor a United States of 
Europe, 

In an international public opin- 
ion survey, Roper said his agents 
polled cross sections of people in 
England, France, Switzerland, 
Italy and Germany. 

People were asked whether they 
favored the idea of a western 
European union or were against 
it. Results disclosed that 50 per 
cent of the Swiss, 50 per cent of 
the Italians, 60 per cent of the 
Germans and 65 per cent of the 
British and French actively favor 
such a union. 

Those actively opposing union 
were 20 per cent of the Swiss, 10 
per cent of the Italians, 3 per 
cent of the Germans, 10 per cent 
of the British and 20 per cent 
of the French.

resolution demanding immediate 
revision of the United Nations 
charter. 

The resolution says changes to 
strengthen U.N, should be made 
without Russian approval, if that 
nation refuses to co-operate. 

“The time is at hand for this 
nation, and other nations which 
believe in peace, to take as aggres- 
sive a stand for peace as they 
have done in the past in preparing 
for war,” Ferguson told the Sen- 


e. 
“To that end, a group of Sena- 
tors, who have been thinking 
along these lines, now sponsor a 
resolution aimed at strengthening 
the peace machinery and to put it 
actually to work.” 

“This is a positive program,” 
Ferguson declared. “It should be 
effective. We qualify it only by 
providing that pending its adop- 
tion the United States should be 
kept militarily strong and eco- 
nomically sound in order that she 
may assume leadership in world 
affairs through the United Na- 
tions.” 


He said that it was offered, not 
as a final commitment, but to 
provide a basis for discussion. 

The resolution sets out in A, B, 
C fashion the following revisions 
which it says are necessary for 
“effective operation” of a reorgan- 
ized U.N,: 

A. Elimination of the veto right 
by a permanent member in the 
Security Council, but only in mat- 
ters of aggression, armament for 
aggression, and admission to mem- 
bership in the U.N, 

B. Prevention of armament for 
aggression. For atomic weapons, 
this -would be accomplished 
through adoption of the official 
United States proposal for an 
atomic development authority, For 
conventional heavy armaments, it 
would be accomplished through 
the establishment of a quota sys- 
tem to be set up under the Secur- 
ity Counell, 

C. Eatabliahment of an_ inter- 
national police force to consist of 
one international contingent and 
five national contingents operating 
as a reserve. The international 
force would be made up solely of 
volunteers from small nations. The 
reserve forces would be those of 
the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia, China and France. 

Senator Ives (Rep.), New York, 
who was listed by the group as a 
sponsor, later withdrew his name. 
He said the resolution was “too 
vague” im severa) respects and 
that he wasn’t sure whether it was 
the correct way to accomplish the 
purpose for which # was intended. 

“This doesn’t mean that I’m not 
in sympathy with strengthening 
the U.N.,” he said. “The U.N. has 
got to be strengthened.”

Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko 
attacked the Western powers in

the crisis in Prague, Gromyko 
said. 

Gromyko denounced charges 
against Moscow and the Czech 
Communists as “Herculean piles 
of nonsense.” He denounced moves 
to establish a formal U.N. in- 
quiry into the government turn- 
over. 


Accuses U. 8. Envoy. 

Gromyko said Laurence Stein- 
hardt, United States Ambassador 
to Prague, was directly linked to 
the events which in mid-February 
led up to the Communist coup, 

“With a view to implementing 
its plans (with respect to Czecho- 
slovakia) the United States Gov- 
ernment made efforts to use to 
the utmost possible degree the re- 
actionary venal politicians within 
Czechoslovakia and resting upon 
these people to deliver a mortal 
blow to the Czechoslovakian re- 
public,” Gromyko said. 

He said American “intrigues” 
were carried on in Prague until 
the Communists turned the tables 
and the present Government was 
installed. 

The Soviet delegate devoted 
much of a 26-page speech to de- 
tailed descriptions of right-wing 
activities in Prague which he 
said, proved their responsibility 
for the crisis. 

Charge Against Steinhardt. 

He charged American officials 
tried to anaure sticcens of the 
right-wing strategy and on Feb, 
19 Ambassador Steinhardt _re- 
turned from the United States 
and made an open attempt to 
sway public opinion. 

Steinhardt, Gromyko said, acted 
in the midst of the Prague crisis 
to reopen the question of Czech 
participation in the Soviet-boy- 
cotted European Recovery Pro- 
gram.

political front—Omaha Beach, 

The original Omaha Beach in- 
vasion, of course, took place in 
Normandy while Harold Stassen 
was serving in the Pacific on the 
staff of Adm. William F. (Bull) 
Halsey, but the anti-Stassen folk 
complain that Omaha and other 
parts of Nebraska are now being 
invaded by foreigners from Min-

United States Senator Hugh 
Butler, who is the “angel” of Sen- 
ator Robert A, Taft's campaign 
and hopes to be secretary of the 
interior in a Taft Administration, 
has warned his fellow Nebraskans 
against a “horde” of non-Nebraska 
men and women campaigning in 
this state for Stassen. Butler de- 
clares this invasion of carpet- 
baggers from alien states is “re- 
sented.” 

Stassen Manager Not Worried. 

The Stassen manager, State Sen- 
ator Fred A, Seaton, refuses to 
worry about this, He says the only 
people who resent Stassen’s tac- 
tics are people who resented Stas- 
sen in the first place. He thinks 
the roving ambassadors from the 
outer world are winning votes, 
not losing them, 

Minnesota's present Governor, 
Luther Youngdahl, who cam- 
paigned for Stassen in Wisconsin 
and helped to influence the Scan- 
dinavian vote, is doing the same 
in Nebraska. Edward J, Thye, Sen- 
ator from Minnesota, is another 
emissary from the north. Still an- 
other is Joseph McCarthy, Senator 
from Wisconsin, who managed 
Stassen’s victorious campaign in 
that state. 

As if Minnesota and Wisconsin 
were not enough, Stassen workers 
from Iowa and Missouri are now 
infiltrating for an intensive but- 
ton-holing drive, The technique, 
as they explair it, is simple. Any 
Stassen adherent who has friends, 
relatives, fellow war veterans or 
business customers in Nebraska 
is invited to come here and talk 
turkey to them about voting for 
Stassen, For instance, a truck- 
ing contractor from St. Joseph, 
Mo., said he and his drivers and 
salesmen have been busy preach- 
ing the Stassen gospel to everyone 
they know in Nebraska, 

Negro Deacon Imported. 

The Stassen strategists have 
even imported a benevolent white- 
haired Negro deacon from Minne- 
sota to assure local Negroes that 
Stassen is their best friend. 

If this imported propaganda be 
reprehensive, the anti - Stassen 
groups are not without sin. Gov. 
Dewey had this territory scouted 
by his Albany Warwick, Herbert 
Brownell Jr., a former Nebraskan. 
And Mrs. Bertha J, Diggs, secre- 
tary of the New York State De- 
partment of Labor, has arrived to 
tell what a friend of labor is 
Dewey. 

Senator Taft brought out a 
fellow Ohioan to speak for him, 
his wife, Martha.

ROAD LINKING U.S. 
CONE 10 VIENNA 


Auto Traffic Halted by 
Barrier—Move May Be 


Aimed at Sealing Off 
Austrian Capital.

VIENNA, April 12 (UP)—United 
States military and Austrian civil- 
ian traffic on the international 
highway between Vienna and the 
American occupation zone of Aus- 
tria was halted completely today 
by a road barrier thrown up by 
the Russians, Austrian police re- 
ported. 

Austrian officers at St. Poelten, 
the main town on the highway, 


said the road barrier was set up in 
the center of the town, and traf- 
fic bound both ways was piled up 
for several hundred yards on both 
sides of the barrier. 

Runs Through Soviet Zone. 

The a ne mg apparently stopped 
all vehicular traffic until they 
were able to complete the road 
block, polite said. 

Late in the day, St. Poelten po- 
lice said traffic had resumed its 
normal course, except that all 
cars now were being checked by 
Russian guards, 

St. Poelten is a key transport 
junction 35 miles west of Vienna 
on the highway running through 
the Soviet zone and connectin 
the American areas in Vienna 
in western Austria, 

The reported blocking of the 
highway was the first major blow 
against American communications 
in Austrfa, It was the latest move 
in an apparent campaign to seal 
off Vienna from the west and 
make it untenable for non-Soviet 
occupation forces. 

Earlier, two trains carrying 
British troops were halted at the 
Semmering Pass checkpoint by 
Russian guards. They demanded 
to see a new type of identity cards 
which British enlisted men do not 
carry. After a long squabble, the 
Soviets finally allowed the trains 
to proceed. 

Shaping Up Like Bertin. 

The Austrian situation was 
shaping up along the same lines of 
the Russian drive to make te 
position of the western Allies in 
Berlin untenable. Responsible 
sources reported that the Rua- 
siana had questioned the necessi- 
ty of the United States maintain- 
ing a special military train be- 
tween Munich and Vienna. 

Unlike the British and French, 
the Americans had continued to 
run a sealed train exclusi for 
occupation personnel, with Rus- 
sian guards not allowed aboard 
it. The Soviets were understood 
to have suggested in four-power 
talks last week that the Ameri-

~The Wallace-for-President move- 
tment became official in Missouri 
here yesterday with the organiza- 
tion of the Progressive party of 
Missouri as a third party in the 
election next November. Machin- 
ery was set up for placing the 
names of Henry A. Wallace and 
Glen+H. Taylor as candidates for 
President and Vice President on 
the ballot and for naming a com- 
plete slate of Progressive candi- 
dates tor state offices. 

The action was taken at a con- 
vention of more than 400 partici- 
pating members, which was at- 
tended by about 300 others who 
appeared ase“observers,” but who 
took no part in the proceedings. 

Negroes constituted more than 
one-third of the membership of 
the convention, and had an ac- 
tive part in the proceedings. They 
were given recognition with places 
en the State Committee, in the 
selection of delegates at large to 
the national convention and on 
the list of presidential electors. 

Effect on Truman, 

Politicians of the old parties 
recognize that there is a signifi- 
cance of magnitude in the appear- 
ance of the new party. Little 
doubt is entertained that it means 
that President Truman will fail 
to carry Missouri and that the 
state will be Republican on both 
the national and state tickets. 

It is estimated by informed 
politicians that the Wallace ticket 
will get in excess of 100,000 votes 
in Missouri, that the total may go 
as high as 200,000, and that most 
of its vote will be taken from the 
Democrats.

quirement of the law. In outlin- 
ing the campaign, the party mem- 
bers were told that they would | 
be expected to organize neighbor- 
hood clubs and would be expected 
to conduct a systematic doorbell 
ringing campaign to get signa- 
tures and to get on the registra- 
tion books voters who would be 
for Wallace and the Progressive 
ticket. It was explained that if 
a national Wallace party should 
choose another name than Pro- 
gressive, the party in the State 
would adopt the national party 
name. 

Money-Raising Drive. 

An unusual feature of the meet- 
ing was a money raising campaign 
conducted by Robert B. Logsdon 
of St. Louis, international repre-

The bill, pending for four years, 
is to be called up on the Senate 
Tloot Thursday or Friday of this 
week. It is basically the measure 
first introduced in the last Con-

The amendments, acceptable to 
Senator Taft, ‘were the result of a 
study made in recent months by 
a joint Senate-House committee. 

Passage of the bill by the Sen- 
ate is deemed likely, although a 
fight will be made ‘against its 
public housing section. Actually 
that is a relatively minor feature 
of the bill, providing as it does 
for 500,000 public housing units to 
be constructed in five years. The 
over-all target of the measure is 
construction of 1,500,000 homes a 
year for 10 years. 

The bill faces a dubious future 
in the House of Representatives. 
There the Banking Committee 
chairman, Representative Wolcott 
(Rep.), Michigan, has refused even 
to hold hearings on it.

Antics of Mrs. Schaefer when 
she was a girl were related by 
Miss Emma L. Maguire, a regis- 
tered nurse, who said she attended 
Delany from 1926 until his death. 
When Mrs. Delany refused to give 
Marie a diamond ring the girl 
climbed a ladder to the roof of the 
home and walked on the roof until 
Mrs. Delany promised the gift, 
Miss Maguire testified. Another 
time Marie put rubbing alcohol in 
water glasses to be served Mr. 
and Mrs. Delany, the nurse said.

A na- 
tive of Ohio, brought up in Brook- 
lyn and educated at Williams Col- 
lege, McConnell is a soft-spoken, 
mild-mannered, boyish - looking 
scholar of 32 who has come up 
with an idea which, if applied in 
state after state, would do much 
to discourage political bosses from 
hand-picking candidates in smoke- 
filled hotel rooms. 

McConnell found the Nebraska 
statutes favorable for his experi- 
ment in true democracy. He dis- 
covered that only 400 valid signa- 
tures of registered voters were 
necessary to place a candidate on 
the ballot, with or without his 
consent. McConnell then became 
chairman of a bipartisan commit- 
tee of Republicans and Demo- 
crats which scoured the state for 
signatures, It was hard work but 
they got enough signatures to 
place the names of Truman and 
his seven Republican rivals on the 
ballot. 

Petitions to do as much for 
Wallace were being circulated 
when he bolted the Democratic 
party.

HE first of two United States Army transport planes landed)at

ican, Mexican and Panamanian evacuees from Bogota, Colombia, 
where a savage uprising at Midday Friday reduced the capital to a 
battlefield and broke up the ninth irter-American conference, 


Before going into details of the 
story from Bogota, it must be 
gtated for the record that all press 
copy, since a call by the New ork 
Herald Tribune fortuitously got 
through from New York at 4 p.m. 
Friday, has been subjected either 
to direct and severe censorship, 
or to understandable restrictions 
growing out of the fact that the 
censor-free pool established with 
the co-operation of high United 
States authorities, though it en- 
abled pool correspondents to file 
virtually complete factual. infor- 
mation, was obliged to avoid such 
comment and interpretation as a 
story of this nature obviously re- 
quires. 

As of early afternoon yester- 
day, Bogota was under martial 
law, in a state of siege which 
had been proclaimed in a 6 p.m. 
Saturday broadcast by President 
Mariano Ospina Perez. 

Reds’ Role a Burning Issue. 

A coalition cabinet, taking in 
Liberals, was installed nominally 
and the Government radio, in 
strongest terms, attributed Fri- 
day's revolt to “foreign agents 
under the direction of Moscow.” 

Since the key question—and one 
that may affect the entire foreign 
policy of the Western Hemisphere 
for years—is the extent to which 
the Reds started, directed and 
continued the brutal orgy of burn- 
ing and looting, the following 
should be made emphatically clear 
_ @t the outset: 

The United States delegation, 
headed by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall, who remained 
in Bogota, has not made up its 
mind in any way. An authorized 
spokesman for the delegation em- 
phasized this shortly before this 
correspondent left for the airport. 

On the other hand, the point of 
view unquestionably held by a 
majority of all observers—diplo- 
matic, journalistic and non-pro- 
fessional—was excellently synthe- 
sized by Ricardo Alfaro, a mem- 
ber of Panama’s delegation, who 
Was among those evacuated yes- 
terday. . 

“If the Communists did not 
plan it from the start, they cer- 
tainly took advantage of it,” he 
said. ; 

There is mags, strong circum- 
stantial evidence to support this. 
The incredible swiftness with 
which an assassination by a single 
shot spread and the revolutionary 
strategy whereby all centers of 
communication were the first ob- 
jectives of the insurgents are pri- 
mary indicators. 

Mystery of a Destroyed Face. 

There is a gruesome mystery to 
be solved resolving the shot which 
started the trouble; and until it 
is solved, it is the best judgment 
in Bogota that conclusions strong- 
er than those of Alfaro ought to 
be withheld. 

The mystery concerns a man’s 
face—and it is a face that no 
longer exists. It was savagely de- 
stroyed by blows and kicks fol- 
lowing the assassination of leftist 
Liberal party leader Jorge Eliecer 
Gaitan, presumably by the man to 
whom the face belonged. 

The nature of the mutilation 
was such as to make far from 
fantastic the theory that it was 
calculated—and that the oblitera- 
tion of the victim's identity was 
all part of a master plan. 

Herewith are the best available 
facts: 

On Friday morning Gaitan, a 
somewhat small man with a blunt 
nose, secured the acquittal in a 
homicide case of a young army 
officer. Gaitan had a luncheon 
appointment with a Liberal party 
Congressman. 

At 1 o'clock, or a few minutes 
after that, Mrs. Mary C. Welch of

Scuffle, Then tion. 


Mrs. Welch said she heard 
sounds of a sciffle outside and 
on looking down from the second 
floor said the first thing she saw 
was the gieam of a pistol in the 
hands of a young man who, she 
thinks, wore blue. Almost at the 
#ame moment, she saw another 
man fall as if shot while two 
policemen and a crowd closed in 
on the assailant. 

The only other thing Mrs. Welch 
saw was the arrival of a police 
car and the removal of the assas- 
sin'’s victim. The nurse said there 
- ‘Was no question but that he had 
been shot through the back of the 
head. 

Shift the scene to the restav- 
rant in the Hotel Astor, directly 
across the street Carrera Septi- 
ma from the presidential palace 
and about half a mile from the 
ecene of the shooting. Within 
the minimum time it took to drag 
the stripped and faceless body to 
the palace, the vanguard of the 
mob already had reached the place 
and were stoning windows. 

A streetcar marked “July 20th 
Pennsylvania” eased toward the 
mob and was stoned and emptied. 
It still stands between the palace 
and the hotel. 

Although a smal! detachment of 
green - uniformed presidential 
guards pushed back the rioters 
from the palace block, they simply 
merged with the rapidly-growing 
throng before the massive, flag- 
decked Capitolio (Capitol), two 
blocks away. It was there that 
the inter-American conference had 
opened March 30. It was there 
that Secretary Marshall and the 
others had listened to more than 
a dozen speeches hailing the “soul 
of inter-Americanism.” 

The mob used rocks to smash 
all of the windows in the Capitolio 
as well as the new floodlights 


riming the approach to the build- 
ing. Then, with neither troops 
nor police to deter them, they in- 
vaded the building and made a 
shambles of every room they en- 
tered. 

Only the central chamber, with 
its huge Bolivarian mural, in 
which plenary sessions of the con- 
ference had been held, escaped 
with relatively little damage. By 
the time a bayonet-bearing con- 
tingent of presidential 
charged through the corridors, the 
rioters and looters had fled. 

But the city-wide ‘riot 
orgy had just begun. 

While the insurgents swiftly 
seized the microphone of the na- 
tional radio network and shouted 
encouragement to the rioters as 
well as insisting that the Con- 
servative Government had “com- 
mitted its last outrage,” the riot- 
ers wrecked the Conservative 
newspaper El Siglo and combined 
wreckage and sabotage of a 
plainly political kind with wholly 
unorganized hoodlumism based on 
pure mob psychology. 

Large Red Flag Appears. 

The following is given as a pos- 
sible clear physical clue to the 
nature of the turmoil: 

In the block between the United 
States Embassy and the building 
housing the United States confer- 
ence delegation, one man strode 
oblivious through the _ debris 
caused by a bomb which shat- 
tered all glass on the first two 
floors. He bore a large red flag 
with no marking but with a small 
black ribbon tied to the tip of a 
mast. 

Other rioters by now had 
equipped themselves with brand 
new machetes or axes from gutted 
hardware stores to which the cap- 
tors*of the radio had directed 
them. Bits of red were tied to 
the weapons. 

(Red is the official color of the 
Liberal party led by Gaitan. 
Liberal paraders in the past have 
carried red flags and many 
Gaitanistas have worn red shirts 
at demonstrations.) 

Once the looting really got 
started it was apparent that all 
the worst elements in human na- 
ture had been unleashed and poll- 
tics forgotten by a vast majority. 
Bowed Indian women brought out 
blankets and sheets to wrap up 
clothing and food stolen from 
smashed stores, Occasionally, men 
showing the effects of looted 
liquor tore the bundles from their 
grasp. Others resisted, even 
against the threat of swinging 
machetes. 

Troops Finally Act. 

It was not until near dark that 
the first helmeted, fully equipped 
troops took over, There are two 
theories on why the Government 
failed to act more swiftly. One 
is that it feared a possible mas- 
sacre if troops clashed head-on 
with the mob at the height of its 
fury. The second was that Presi- 
dent Mariarfo Ospina Perez hoped 
until too late that the crowds 
would subside, being reluctant to 
admit in the presence of the Pan 
American conference that the sit- 
uation had gotten so badly out of 
hand, 

Unquestionably the soldiers and 
intermittent rains helped cool the 
sadistic ardors of the crowd, But 
the damage had been, and was be- 
ing, done. The Ministry of Com- 
munications was afire. So was the 
Hotel Regina. So, by the best 
counts, were a minimum. of 30 
other buildings, and that without 
counting small shops, stores and 
houses. 

At one time during the night, 
the United States Embassy with 
more than 100 persons inside, be- 
gan a strategic withdrawal of the 
occupants. But a nearby fire was 
quelled and the movement halted.

Ospina Perez, still wearing the 
orange, blue and red sash of office, 
was an observer sitting in a sec- 
ond floor palace room at midafter- 
noon Saturday. Sniping was heavy 
in the area and even guards within 
the steel] door of the palace were 
plainly uncomfortable.

Just a Warmup. 

Unfortunately, Stalin probably 
won't back down until we’ve gone 
a lot farther along the road to 
remobilization than we have to 
date, We've got to start building 
many more airplanes, tanks, and 
pieces of heavy artillery before 
Stalin will take us seriously. And 
that implies that Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense Forrestal's request 
for a three-billion-dollar boost in 
the defense appropriation was just 
a warmup. , 

It suggests further that we’re 
g0ing to have to give up some 
butter in order to get guns. This 
is not like 1940, when France 
fell. Then we still had a pool 
of unemployed and idle factories. 
Manpower, materials and ma- 
chines were available for muni- 
tions production, Not so today. 

Companies which can make 
tanks and ammunition—which 
will have to make them if a 
showdown \comes—now have 

lenty of orders on the books 
or automobiles, tocomotives, 
freight cars, washing machines, 
printing presses and so on. They 
don’t have spare capacity or 
manpower. ‘ 

The inference is that pretty soon 
some companies are going to get 
tapped by Mr. Forrestal and his 
aids, They're going to be asked 
to tool up for production of spe- 
cific critical items. He may ask 
Chrysler, say, to begin making a 
few tanks, American Locomotive 
to begin making some self-pro- 
pelled artillery, and so along. 

Such refresher orders can’t come 
too soon. But companies selected 
for the work will be embarrassed 
rather than honored. They have 
orders for civilian goods; they 
have competitors to worry about. 
They’re racing with one another 
for postwar markets. 
No Incentive Now. 

Again this differs from 1940. 
Then there was a shooting war 
on. We were sending war ma- 
terials to Great Britain. Many 
business men felt it was only a

The Italian elections, scheduled 
for Sunday, April 18, may force 
a change in tempo. If the Com- 
munists pull a big vote-—say close 
to 40 per cent—we'll speed up 
war preparations. Even if the 
Communists are beaten badly, our 
troubles in Europe won’t be over. 
Defeat might cause Stalin to in- 
tensify his Communizing efforts 
in Italy and elsewhere, rather 
than to retreat. 


Tense relations with Russia 
overshadow everything else, in- 
cluding John L, Lewis, in the 
American economy. If Lewis 
stops war production or ERP 
unques- 
tionably will pass a law author- 
izing President Truman to take 
over the mines, Then Lewis will 
be put in the position of strik- 
ing against the Government. 
The last time he tried it, the 
United Mine Workers paid $710,- 
000, Nicking Lewis in his 
treasury hurts. That undoubt- 


edly explains Lewis’s consent to 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
as third trustee of the miners’ 
health and welfare fund, It gave 
him a face-saving way out of 
his strike and the contempt 
charge against him. 


This peacelessness unquestion- 
ably has been a factor in the 
inertia of the stock market. In- 
dustrial production has managed 
to hold at high postwar levels. 
But stocks have moved in a nar- 
row 15 per cent range since Sep- 
tember 1946. Such a lackadaisical 
performance for 20 months during 
which corporation profits reached 
an all-time high is unprecedented. 
Assumably some investors and 
speculators have been deterred by 
fear of war—and by the prospect 
of renewed regulation of industry 
and perhaps a ceiling on corpora- 
tion profits. Each international 
crisis brings such controls closer. 
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land Highlanders were shivering 
in their raincoats as they paced 
the perimeter of the field.

oceans to rescue Europe and Asia 
from tyranny or destruction. The 
longer his life and times are 
studied the more unchellerreable 
these effirmations will become, 

But I will go further, and place 
on record my conviction, shared 
I believe by the whole British 
empire and its commonwealths 
that in his life and by his action 
he changed decisively and pern.a- 
nently the moral axis of mankind 
by involving the New World in- 
exorably and irrevocably in the

Marshail added in a me e 
also read by Walker that “civili- 
zation today is threatened as it 
was in his years of leadership. 
With his example we must demon- 
strate steadfast courage, uncom- 
promising loyalty to what we 
know is right and a clear accep- 
tance of the moral nature of the 
struggle into which, against our 
best efforts, we have been drawn.

Henry Morgenthau Jr., Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under the 
late President, said that “if ever 
the four freedoms required af- 
firmation, they certainly do today.

Free State vs. Police State 


That is the issue before the world. It was so 
defined by John Foster Dulles last June 18. Mr. 
Dulles said the issue is not one of economic 
Communism against capitalism. Nor is it one 
of state socialism against free enterprise. It is 
the view of Mr. Dulles that the United States 
conflict with Russia lies almost entirely within 
the range of civil liberties. 

Although there are some serious chinks in our 
armor, the United States stands before the world 
as the champion of these liberties. Although 
England has gone Socialist under the Labor Gov- 
ernment, it stands stanchly for the liberties that 
were won from King John at Runnymede in 
1215, greatly extended under William and Mary 
and closely cherished ever since. 

Like England, many of the countries of Europe 
are Socialist or semi-Socialist and yet have not 
thought of tampering with men’s liberties. The 
Scandinavian countries, which follow the famous 
middle way between capitalism and Socialism, 
are good examples of nations where man is free, 
even though economies are partially controlled. 
In fact, most of the countries of Europe this 
side of the iron curtain are far advanced on the 
Toad to Socialism, yet are in no sense police 
states. 

There is one conspicuous exception, namely, 
Franco’s Spain, which came into being as the 
result of the intervention of Nazi Germany and 
Fascist Italy. By a temporary aberration, the 
House voted to include Spain in the Marshall 
plan. That move was promptly rectified. If it 
had not been, the issue of free state vs. police 
state would have been clouded. 

It is highly important, in the great ideological 
struggle now raging, that the United States go 
into the court of public opinion with clean hands. 
Our record, so far as Greece, Portugal, Chiang 
Kai-shek’s China and other countries are con- 
cerned, has been marred by support of regimes 
which have flouted civil liberties. But to have 
taken Spain into our bosom at this time would 
have been to forfeit our credentials, so to speak, 
as the champion of the rights of man, 

In Italy, the people have a long list of liber- 
ties comparable to our own. But there the left- 
wing Socialists, unlike their brethren in most 
other parts of Europe, have thrown in their lot 
with the Communists. These left-wing Socialists, 
under the leadership of Pietro Nenni, are saying 
in effect that between the free states and the po- 
lice state, they will take the police state. 

The hope of preserving a free state in Italy 
is a victory next Sunday for the anti-Communist 
groups, largest of which is the Christian Demo- 
crats, whose leader, Alcide de Gasperi, is now 
Premier. If, as Richard L. Stokes pointed out 
yesterday, the Communists become master of 
Italy—“by legal right, fraud or force, and pro- 
ceed to wipe from the statute books all the 
civil liberties guaranteed by the constitution, 
Gasperi and his followers might have to resort 
to civil war to protect their liberties.” 

In that case, a situation comparable to the war 
in Spain might present itself to the world. The 
police state won and the curtain began to go up 
for: the Second World War. 

If the Italian situation follows a pattern sim- 
ilar to that in Spain, the United States will not 
weakly hold back. It will throw not only its 
moral force, but its material help to Italians who 
cherish their civil liberties sufficiently to fight 
for them. It will do so willingly and gladly, but 
it will do so also as a matter of high policy, to 
defend and champion the issue stated by Mr. 
Dulles. 

The supreme tragedy of Italy is that its left- 
wing Socialist leaders, in their search for eco- 
nomic progress, want to throw their freedoms 
away. Their fellow-Socialists in Europe are just 
as eager for economic progress, but they feel— 
as Englishmen, Scandinavians, Frenchmen and 
others feel—that they need not forfeit civil lib- 
erties in the quest of a better material life. 


Prague Refuses to Explain 

With a rush of hot words, the present Czech 
regime has rebuffed the United Nations demand 
for an explanation of how it came to power. 

Dr. Vladimir Houdek, Prague’s present repre- 
sentative in the UN, rejected the demand as an 
unwarranted interference in the domestic af- 
fairs of his country. Had there been a legiti- 
mate revolution of the Czechs and the Slovaks 
against an oppressive government, there would 
have been merit in this stand. 

But by now it is all too clear that Communist 
machinations in Eastern Europe represent any- 
thing but indigenous indignation. However much 
or little they bother to disguise themselves, in- 
filtrating Communists are agents of Soviet Rus- 
sian policy. It is just as well that the UN has 
recognized this in assuming a measure of juris- 
diction over the Czech tragedy. 

Dr. Houdek’s reply simply makes the case 
against the Communists the blacker. By refusing 
an explanation, they stand the more suspect be- 
fore the bar of world opinion. 

Back to Hawley-Smoot? 

After rising to the Marshall plan, can Congress 
undo the Trade Agreements Act, the other great 
American policy for world recovery? Between 
now and June 12, when the law expires, Congress 
may undo it. When President Truman asked last 
month for a three-year extension, the Republi- 
can reception ran “from coolpess to outright 
hostility,” as the New York Times reported. 

Reciprocal trade’agreements expand the for- 
eign trade which nations must have for stable 
prosperity. By a mutual tariff reduction, they 
make it possible for Europe to pay goods on its 
debts to the United States. If the high-tariff 
men win in Congress, repayment will be as im- 
possible as it was to collect the World War I 
debts, and for the same reason. 

Nevertheless, Congress will fall into that folly 
unless the G.O.P. progressive minority picks up 
enough votes, with Democratic aid, to beat the 
tariff crowd. When the law was last extended in 
1945, Republican Senators opposed it 16-to-15, 
Republican Representatives 140-to-33. 

Trade agreements are a highly popular Roose- 
velt legacy, so the election-year strategy is not 
to kill clean but to cripple with reservations. 
The President now concludes the agreements 
under rules of law. Representative Gearhart, 
who has charge of the bill, and Speaker Martin 
are leading a move to subject them to congres- 
sional approval. But when Congress gets its 
hands on a tariff, it ends up by “protecting” 
every horseradish grower and gadget maker who 
cries on his Congressman’s shoulder—all at the 
expense of: American consumers and foreign 
trade. Therefore, Congress has hitherto had the 
wisdom to let tariff-writing alone ever since it 
scored a supreme record for wrongness in 1930. 

The Hawley-Smoot Act of 1930 hoisted tariffs 
to prohibitive heights, deepening the world de- 
pression and promoting the government- 
controlled barter that helped Hitler to power. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Gearhart intends next year to 
write “an entirely new foreign trade policy,” 


combining, he says, Trade Agreements with 
Hawley-Smoot. It is easy to imagine which part- 
ner would dominate this incompatible union. It 
would be murder to freer trade,'a setback to the 
painful struggle for peace. 

It is truly said that men who cannot remember 
history must repeat it. Must that be said of the 
United States under the Eightieth Congress? 
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People’s Victory in East St. Louis 

Voters of East St. Louls are to be congratu- 
lated on their magnificent victory over Boss Dan 
McGlynn and the politics he dealt in for years. 

Aroused as they have not been in decades, 


they went to the polls Saturday and took their ° 


School Board out of the hangs of the machine. 
They elected Miss Bernice Goedde, leader of 
the independents, as president of the board, and 
put an independent in every one of the four 
other seats at stake. 

In electing Miss Goedde, the voters turned 
out Dr. R. L. Campbell, perennial School Board 
member or president, in whose behalf the East 
St. Louis City Hall machine went all out. For 
McGlynn and his crowd not to win so much as 
one seat shows what the voters can do when 
they make up their minds to take government 
back into their own hands. 

What the East St. Louis voters did on a non- 
partisan basis in their School Board election, 
both Republican and Democratic voters can do 
in their primary. They can, if they will, make 
up their minds that they have had enough of 
McGlynn and defeat him in his bid for a seat 
in the national Republican convention as a dele- 
gate. They can say that three conventions with 
McGlynn representing their congressional dis- 
trict are enough. They can repudiate McGlynn 
by electing Earl C. Pollock, one of anti-McGlynn 
members of the School Board. 

The Democrats have an even more important 
job cut out for them in the race between Louis 
P. Zerweck and Richard T. Carter for nomina- 
tion for State’s Attorney of St. Clair County, 
Unless the Democrats want their ticket saddled 
with the heaviest kind of Jiability, they will get 
rid of Zerweck in the primary, once and for all. 

Zerweck has sat in the chair of the State’s 
Attorney for 15 years. In that time he has com- 
piled a record which makes his bid for a fourth 
term an insult to the intelligence of the voters. 

It was Zerweck’s office which drew faulty in- 
dictments and dismissed other indictments be- 
lieved to be sound and thereby frustrated the 
good work of grand juries which sought to rid 
East St. Louis of the machine leaders on the 
grounds of malfeasance in office. 

The alternative to Zerweck on the Democratic 
ticket is Richard T. Carter, one of the candidates 
on the citizens’ ticket for East St. Louis Com- 
missioner a year ago. Carter was held to have 
won but has been kept from his seat by a contest. 

A choice between Zerweck and Carter is one 
that primary voters should be able to make 
blindfolded. But it cannot be made by voters 
who do not go to the polls—and the machine 
crowd will be there voting for Zerweck. 

The political life of East St. Louis and St. 
Clair County has been blighted by a machine 
which cares nothing about political lines, but 
deals back and forth as has suited its purposes. 
The cleanup, begun last year in the municipal 
election, was continued in the School Board elec- 
tion.. It can crush the McGlynn machine if all 
the voters will go to the primary polls and ex- 
ercise the right which they are fortunate enough 
to possess. \

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Pirates’ Gold and Sunken Treasure 
The world is a little less colorful because of 
it, but it’s probably just as well that modern 
navies put an end to pirating on the high seas. 
Governments do not have to worry any more 
about the skull and cross-bones being run up on 
masts. Still, the hope of profits out of pirating 
persist. Only yesterday the Associated Press car- 
ried a long list—more or less authentic—of buc- 
caneers’ trove that is waiting to be picked up. 

Locations run all the way from Casco Bay in 
Maine to the tip of Florida. Most of the maps 
of American coastal waters are dotted with Xs 
which indicate sunken Spanish galleons or more 
modern ore ships Their treasures run into very 
tempting figures, and it is amazing how much 
money has been spent in vain efforts to recover 
them. The yield, however, has been sadly small 
—even to states like Virginia which collect a 
$100 fee from the treasure-hunters. 

Except for those $6000 which were turned up 
in Monterey, Cal., last January in excavating for 
a school building, nobody seems to have had 
much luck since William Phipps dredged up 
about $500,000 in Spanish treasure back in 1687. 
So while the prospect of a quick haul and an 
easy life thereafter remains tempting, the odds 
are stiff. Most of us are resigned to the more 
laborious and routine ways of making a living, 
and, no doubt, we are better off for it. Of 
course, there is no rule against dreaming—which 
is why the historical novelists are about the only 
ones who can really capitalize on a treasure map. 
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A View of Russian Folkways 

Those who saw the final performance of the 
National Folk Festival, and they were so many 
that they stood along the walls of Kiel Audito- 
rium, saw and heard something they will not 
soon forget. The closing group was the Amer- 
ican-Russian Fraternal Society of Chicago, 75 
musicians, singers and dancers strong.

That World Trade May Grow

After four years of negotiations, delegates from 53 nations have 
signed a proposed UN agreement to reduce restrictions in foreign 
of commerce; American experts see it as a logical complement to the 
Marshall plan; it must still be ratified by participating governments.

After four months of deliberation and 
dispute, the delegates of 53 nations meeting 
in Havana have signed a proposed charter 
for a United Nations International Trade 
Organization designed to help bring about 
world economic prosperity and stability by 
facilitating international trade. 


The charter does not bind the signatory 
atates as yot—it must firat be ratified, If 
a majority has not approved it by April 
1949, then ratification by only 20 govern- 
ments will be required to bring the char- 
ter into force. 


The conference resembled nothing so 
much as a Republican or Democratic con- 
vention adopting an election platform to 
appeal to widely differing groups. Repre- 
sented at the meeting were agricultural 
and industrial countries, rich and poor, 
debtors and creditors, state-controlled and 
relatively free economies, All sought the 
adoption of principles thought to be help- 
ful to themselves, and they frequently 
traded concessions with one another for 
this purpose. 


Clearing the Jungle 


Six aims to the I.T.O. are stressed in 
the charter: to help expand and balance 
the world economy, to develop areas that 
are still in the early stages of industrial- 
ization, to give all countries access to mar- 
kets on equal terms, to reduce tariffs and 
eliminate other types of trad@ discrimina- 
tion, to obviate the need for imposing re- 
strictions upon trade and to promote the 
settlement of problems arising in interna- 
tional trade. 

The I.T.O. will try to restore a reason- 
able degree of free trade by using govern- 
mental technique to diminish rather than, 
as during the 1930s, to increase restrictions 
on the exchange of goods, Most of the 
serious problems discussed at the Havana 
conference grew out of the myriad rules 
adopted by governments in the inter-war 
period to conserve gold and protect domes- 
tic producers by the establishment of im- 
port quotas, exchange control, state monop- 
olies of international trade and high tariffs, 

Not even the most optimistic signers 
claim that these problems have been solved. 
The wide prevalence of dollar shortages 
and bilateral agreements, and the low level 
of production in many countries, have 
necessitated special exemptions from the 
charter’s prohibitions of undesirable prac- 
tices. 

The United States representatives insist- 
ed on the avoidance of too many excep- 
tions, but finally yielded in order to get 


some degree of consensus, and in recogni- 
tion of the serious plight of certain coun- 
tries traditionally devoted to free trade, 
but which have felt compelled to set up 
restrictions. 

One of the main objectives of the I.T.O. 
is to replace bilateralism with a truly mul- 
tilateral system of trade, In view of the 
broad application of bilateralism since the 
19308, the charter tacitly admits the diffi- 
culty of quickly achieving this objective, 
and allows the continuation of preferential 
treatment, 


Originated in the U. S. 


Bilateral agreements, although popularly 
associated with state-controlled economies, 
have been favored by relatively free econo- 
mies as well. In 1946, for example, a United 
Nations sub-commission reported that “the 
general position today is that inter-Euro- 
pean trade is mainly conducted under bi- 
lateral agreements providing for the ex- 
change of specified goods of specified val- 
ues,” The countries of Western Europe 
had entered into bilateral agreements at 
least as often as those in the Soviet sphere. 
Sweden, Denmark and Switzerland were 
trading under a total of 40 such pacts, 
while Czechoslovakia, Poland and the 
U.S.8S.R. had made 33. 

The I.T.O. Charter originated in a United 
States proposal first circulated in 1944, be- 
fore the end of hostilities. Thus the I.T.O. 
charter has been in the making for fully 
four years, and is not yet in force. 

American experts see in it some hope for 
a system of free trade that will tie in 
closely with the European Recovery Pro- 
gram and enable Western Europe to move 
with greater certainty toward a prosperity 
based upon high production and trade lev- 
els. 


Off to a Head Start 


One of the achievements of the confer- 
ences on the I.T.O, is the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, signed by 23 
nations at Geneva last November, The sig- 
natories, including the United States, United 
Kingdom, France and Benelux, agreed to 
make specific tariff reductions and to put 
into effect many of the objectives of the 
proposed charter. The aforementioned 
countries, together with Canada and Aus- 
tralia, further pledged to make the general 
agreement provisionally effective at the be- 
ginning of this year, even though it was 
not scheduled to come into force until ac- 
cepted by countries accounting for at 
least 85 per cent of the foreign trade of 
the 23 signatory states. 


Unite or Perish

The Bevin plan for a Western European 
union, though greeted at first with loud 
cheers, is beginning to have hard sledding. 
But that is neither surprising nor alarming. 

The spread between a noble ideal and its 
practical application is always wide. In the 
case of the age-old dream of a United States 
of Europe, or even of Western Europe so 
long as Eastern Europe is enslaved by Rus- 
sia, the barriers admittedly are many. 

Nevertheless, these difficulties are not 
insurmountable, All of them can be over- 
come by clear thinking and strong will on 
the part of Western European statesmen. 

The western nations want to be free. 
They are free now—free to starve and to 
be conquered by another aggressor. In 
union they would achieve the freedom to 
prosper, to defend themselves and to sur- 
vive, As our own forefathers discovered 
long ago, in Franklin’s words: “We must 
all hang together or assuredly we shall all 
hang separately.” 

That is why the Marshall plan is based 
upon European ‘self-help through drastic, 
regional, economic and financial co-ordina- 
tion, without which recovery is impossible 
—regardiess of American help. And that is 


why the Bevin plan for political and securi- 
ty co-ordination on top of economic unifi- 
cation is an essential sequel to the Marshall 
plan, " 

American arms alone cannot provide se- 
curity for European democracy. Either 
those nations pool their strength and plan 
their joint defense in advance, or face en- 
slavement ome by one.

Both were 
gifts from the Empress Tze-Cze 
to Mrs. Galston in her youth, 
when her father was Russian em- 
bassy physician at Peiping. 

The ‘Forbidden’ Stitch. 
Other items of inttrest are cloi- 
sonne vases, a typical Han dog 
tomb figure, lent by the Mur- 
phys, and embroidery using the 
almost microscopic “forbidden” 
stitch. Draper exp'ained the 
stitch was so called because it 
was barred by Chinese law early 
in this century so embroiderers

In the report Ackerman said 
“all of this money was contributed 
after we changed from an under- 
graduate to an-exclusively gradu- 
ate school of journalism 12 years 
ago.”

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) | conditioned

bill prepared by Senator A. Willis 
Robertson (Dem.), Virginia. 

The Measure would allow a larg- 
er share of funds for migratory 


bird stamp sales to be used for en- 
forcement and related activities. 

Robertson said that if duck 
hunting is to be continued on any 
satisfactory basis the present sup- 
ply. of birds must be doubled. 

“The present duck stamp fee,” 
he said in a statement, “is worth 
only one-half of what it was when 
first imposed, and hunters will 
gladly pay an additional dollar if 
it means more ducks, 

“To get more ducks we need bet- 
ter protection of breeding areas in 
Canada as well as in this country. 
To protect true sportsmen who ob- 
serve the laws we need better law 
enforcement, 

“To reach these objectives we 
need more money.” 

The bill would permit use of 
certain parts of the migratory wa- 
ter-fowl refuge system as manage- 
ment areas rather than sanctu- 
aries. This would permit con- 
trolled shooting in these areas. 

Another provision would author- 
ize co-operation with, and the 
grant of financial aid to, conser- 
vation agencies of Canada and 
Mexico in developing and protect- 
ing migratory birds.

American College and professional 
football. 

Hundreds of messages of con- 
dolence poured into the Steel city 
following the death yesterday of 
the 59-year-old coach of the Na- 
tional Football League’s Pitts- 
burgh Steelers. He cied after an 
operation for a malignant brain 
tumor. ts 

Sutherland, who achieved his 
greatest fame at the University of 
Pittsburgh, was found wandering 
not far from his mired car last 
Wednesday near Bandana, “Ky. 
Physicians first believed he was 
suffering, from nervous exhaus- 
tion. 

After he was flown here Friday 
night a brain condition was dis- 
covered. A four-hour exploratory 
operation resulted in discovery of 
the tumor. Almost immediately, 
surgeons began another fovfr-hour 
operation, ‘but were unable to re- 
move the malignant tumor. 

Visited Wade at Duke. 

Sutherland left Pittsburgh about 
three weeks ago, traveling alone 
on a combined business and scout- 
ing trip. He is known to have vis- 
ited Coach Wallace Wade at Duke 
University, Durham, NvwC., and to 
have visited New Orleans. His 
movements from the time he left 
New Orleans are a mystery. 

Although he had complained of 
headeches his death shocked his 
friends, Typical of their comment: 

Bert Bell, president of the Na- 
tional Football League: “He and 
I were very warm friends. The 
National Football League is deep- 
ly grieved at the death of the 
doctor. We know that the league 
and football all over the country 
received a terrific loss.” 

Wellington Mara, vice president 
and secretary of the New York 
football Giants: “Dr Sutherland 
at least had the satisfaction of 
turning in the best one-year re- 
building job in the history of the 
league last year.” 

Marshall Goldberg, one of Suth- 
erland’s greatest stars when the 
Scottish-born coach tutored the 
University of Pittsburgh gridiron 
teams: “I deeply regret the sad 
news... .

Dodger Mania, a peculiar men- 
tal state, is, known in other parts 
of the United States in lesser 
fashion as baseball fever. But its 
full effects are known only in 
Flatbush when “Dem Bums” are 
engaged in pursuit of the National 
League pennant. 


When the mania is at its height 
in Brooklyn’s Ebbets Field, nor- 
mally peaceful citizens have been 
known to pound one another on 
the back with disastrous effects to 
the spine. They battle other citl- 
zens from New York and attack 
blue-suited masked men with the 
strange cry, “kill the umpire.” 

As preparations were being 
made from “Greenpernt” to the 
banks of the Gowanus to greet 
the heroes returning from spring 
training, the Red Cross issued a 
manual on: 

“Care and treatment of Dodger 
fans.” 

The manual, based on the stand- 
ard Red Cross first aid textbook, 
gives emergency treatment for in- 
juries to which the Flatbush faith- 
ful are subject.

“Dislocation: When Ebbets ma- 
nia takes its vocal form and a jaw 
is dislocated in mid-shout, a good 
first aider places his thumbs in 
victim’s mouth—one the back 
teeth—and his fingers under the 
silenced one’s chin. He presses 
down and back with thumbs and

Little Interest in Palestine. | 

As far as I can see there is lit- 
tle real interest here at present 
in events in Palestine. There are 
demonstrations and much talk, but 
the average Egyptian gocs about 
his business more or less indif- 
ferent to what is happening only 
a couple of hours flight away. 

But if a real war begins in 
Palestine, if Arabs and Jews are 
killing each other in hundreds in- 
stead of by twos and threes, then 
anything can happen here. The 
political position of the Govern- 
ment is not so strong that it can 
take undue risks with powerful 
waves of popular feeling. 

The Egyptian seems well disci- 
plined and the younger officers 
are competent. There is a good 
system of military education which 
is having its effect. The appear- 
ance of the troops, as far 
smartness goes, is certainly no 
up to American standards, 
there is'a shortage of many ‘items 
of:modern equipment. The com- 
bat strength is not much over 
25,000 men, and a_ considerable 
part of this Is in the Cairo area. 

There are few troops on the 

frontiers. For example, at £1! 
Arish, the Palestine frontier post, 
the strength is said not to exceed 
2000. 
Great emphasis is laid on anti- 
aircraft units, which are reported 
efficient. Anti-aircraft and coast 
defense artillery comprise nearly 
one-third of the total combat 
strength of the Egyptian army. 
It is not an army organized for 
or capable of any large-scale of- 
fensive operations outside of 
Egypt. Its defensive strength is 
considerable and it has just dem- 
onstrated that it is capable of 
maintaining order. 

Whether it could or would be 
used effectively to protect the 
Jewish populations of Cairo and 
Alexandria against any really 
wide-spread attacks by Moslem 
rioters is another matter. After

OMEN hotel clerks in one 
city get eight cents an hour 
—men 97 cents. In another 
women elevator operators 
get 27 cents an hour, men 36 
cents. This is typical of many 
other jobs and cities. The aver- 
age annual earnings of employed 
women in recent years have been 
$981. But the earnings of men 
were $2073. Men average twice 
as much as the gals in every oc- 
cupation except clerical. 

This doesn’t seem right, of 
course, and it’s hard on many in- 
dividual women. Yet the whole 
set-up of our man-ruled society is 
based on men having the jobs, 
wtih high enough wages to sup- 
port families comfortably — the 
average man having three other 
people dependent on him. So if a 
woman wants to break Into the 
man - dominated labor market, 
she’s got to underbid men, even 
though she too may have to sup- 
port a family, as often happens. 

The woman’s wage scale o 
many jobs is affected also by dif- 
ferences between males and fe- 
males as employes. While — indi- 
vidual women often do the same 
work as men, and do it better, 
most women aren’t as well fitted 
as men, by training or tempera- 
ment, for supervisory or executive 
positions. And many gals are ex- 
pected to get married and leave 
after a while—to depend on some 
man’s earnings.

Y 4year-old son insists o 
wearing his new eyeglasses 
to bed and when he’s tak- 
‘ing a bath. What should I do?” 


‘ A troubled Connecticut mother 
recently submitted that problem 
to five consulting child psychol- 
ogists of national renown, and 
they advised her as follows: 

“He wears his glasses to bed 
because he wants to see what 
he’s dreaming about.” 

“or go he can find his way 
to the bathroom.” 

“People who wear glasses 
look very extinguished.” 

“You should get him one of 
those things on a long hoosi- 
majunk that you hold up to 
your eyes. Then he can’t wear 
it to bed.” 

“Tl think the name for that is 
a ‘Lorna Doone’ or ‘longitude’.” 


Those five child psychologists 
were the quick-witted 5-to-10-year- 
old members of “Juvenile Jury” 
who have been convulsing radio 
listeners with their spontaneous 
comments on parent-child relation- 
ships. The’program is heard in 
St. Louis over Radio Station, KWK 
on Sundays at 2:30 p.m. 

The cherubic quintet sat ex- 
pectantly on the Mutual Network 
theater stage, behind their row of 
microphones, waiting for modera- 
tor Jack Barry to read the next 
letter, while producer Dan Ehren- 
reich hovered near enough to 
clap a quick hand on an overly 
active mouth or when the conver- 
sation skirted dangerous ground. 


Another complaint was  pre- 
sented in person by a 5-year-old 
girl who wanted her allowance 
raised from a dime to 12 cents a 
week, in line with inflationary 
prices of candy bars and ice cream 
cones. 

“I think 12 cents a week is too 
much for a 5-year-old girl,” de- 
creed a self-poSsessed little voice 
from under a blue hair ribbon, 
the voice of Robin Morgan, who 
hasn't yet started to kindergarten 
but is already earning her way 
through college. Beside serving 
regularly as a Juvenile Juror, she 
conducts her own weekly program 
as the youngest disc jockey. 

“You really think that is too 
much for a 5-year-old girl?” Barry 
asked, 

“Yes, sir.” 

“How old are you, Robin? 

“Five,” F 

“And how much allowance do 
you get?” 

“Wifteen cents,” Robin admitted, 
and brought the house down. 

Chubby - faced Dickie Orlan, 
7, spoke up; “I think 12 cents a 
week is too much,” he proclaimed. 
“You should get three cents a 
day.” 

The five sprightly imaginations 
continued to bubble over until the 
end of the half-hour broadcast, 
with Barry sparking them with a 
fresh problem every few minutes, 
and acting as referee in the 
clinches. 

I hadn’t been aware that five 
microscopic comedians were 
muscling into the racket of Jack 
Benny, Fred Allen and Edgar Ber- 
gen until I found myself conver- 
sationally stranded on several oc- 
casions when groups of friends 
turned to a hilarious discussion of 
the latest Juvenile Jury broadcast. 
Subsequently I heard Red Skelton 
refer to them repeatedly on his 
program. The New York Times 
listed “Juvenile Jury" as one of 
Sunday's leading events. A radio 
magazine cited it as the best pro- 
gram of the month. And_ Gov. 
Alfred E. Driscoll set aside an of- 
ficial “Juvenile Jury day” in New 
Jersey. When I tuned in to see 
what all the shouting was for, the 
kids were prescribing treatment 
for a boy who played soldier with 
kitchen utensils and kept his 
mother busy prying pots off his 
head. | 

Peggy suggested greasing his 
head or the pots, Dickie thought 
the mother should take the lad 
to a hardware store and have his 
An- 
other Juror mentioned the danger 
of getting “dishpan head.” 

The next day I talked with 
Barry and Ehrenreich, who own 
the show. I wanted to know 
whether the pint-sized comics 
read their scripts or memorized 
them, how they were taught the 
tricks of timing that get a laugh 
every 10 to 15 seconds—comedy 
techniques that presumably can

be developed only with years of 
experience, 

“A script wouldn’t be of much 
use to a kid who has yet to learn 
his ABCs,” Barry pointed out. “We 
don’t have any writers except the 
listeners, who send in 5000 ques- 
tions every. week. We wouldn't 
dare brief the kids on what to say 
or they’d sound the way kids 
always sound when they’re trying 
to remember something. 


“We found five kids who have 
what it takes to keep an audience 
in stitches,” Dan Ehrenreich fold 
me, “and all but one were acci- 
dental discoveries. We knew that 
kind of luck couldn’t last and that 
we'd have to have a dependable 
supply of replacements for jurors 
as they lose the cuteness that 
makes them so appealing, or start 
consciously and painfully trying 
to be cute. So we began method- 
ical talent scouting in the lower 
schoo] grades last September, with 
the invaluable co-operation of 
school principals. 


“About a hundred children 
picked by their teachers for artic- 
ulate superiority are interviewed 
in the .schools each week, A 
screening of 20,000 children has 
yielded only one new juror, Kong 
Liu. But it has provided many of 
our “problem children”—the young 
guests who bring their cases be- 
fore the jury. 

“A ‘plaintiff’ has to understand 
that his answers must be more 
tangible than ‘I don’t know’ or 
‘because.’ It takes: two or three 
hours of playing the juvenile jury 
game to drive this idea home. I 
drilled one little chap till I was 
sure he wouldn't emit a single ‘I 
don’t know’ or ‘hecause!’ We put 
him on the air and his response 
to every question was ‘What?’

ACK BARRY credits his in- 
J spiration for Juvenile Jury to 

the unexpected humor that. 
highlighted a children’s amateur 
hour he used to emcee on a New 
Jersey station. He began to won- 
der whether a formula couldn't 
be devised to pump a running 
stream of youthful witticism from 
a group of the right children. 

One Saturday morning in April 
1946, after he had joined the an- 
nouncing staff of Mutual atation 
WOR, he subpenaed five kids 
for experimental jury duty as 
they were leaving an Uncle Don 
broadcast. Whisking them to an 
empty studio, he signaled an en- 
gineer to cut a record of the pro- 
ceedings, and began firing pro- 
vocative questions—what to do 


- about a boy who copies his fa- 


ther’s habit of making fun of his 
mother’s hats, how to cope with 
the younger brother who capital- 
izes on his nuisance value when 
his sister’s beau calls, etc. 

The results were so gratifying 
that a more elaborate audition 
was arranged the next day. Since 
family problems were to furnish 
the bone of contention and nei- 
ther Barry nor Ehrenreich could 
qualify as a parent, they invited 
a well-known radio personality to 
lock horns with the kids on con- 
troversial issues. 

The youngsters had a Roman 
holiday—they badgered the guest 
into a corner and baited-him with 
his own contradictions. Immedi-

ately, Barry and Ehremreich de- 
clared the Jury Box off!limits for 
grown-ups.

Volunteers 
from the audience came on atage 
gamely enough, but they were pa- 
thetic specimens as they faced the 
firing squad.
